'ellow iu tho past to speak at our 
booster meetings aud tell us how we 
hould put our shoulder to the wheel 
ind all boost together for H bigger 
and better Grand Rapids, but when 
he occasion presented itself he has 
kind of sagged back in tho traces and 
seemed inclined to lot tho other fellow 
do the boosting. 


Now this is all right to a limited 


extent. 
Wo expect that there will bo 


a few tight wads in a city of seven 
thonsa-nd people, 
but 
wo did not 


expect to find them nil built that 
way. 
A few conservatives serve to 


hold down tho balance of humanity 
who might 
otherwise 
Ily off the 


handle and bo inclined to invest their 
hard earned dollars in sonio wild 
cat scheme 
that 
looked 
good on 


paper, but was not such a winner 
when itcamo to a practical demonstra- 
tion. 


With the idea of finding out where 


the moiiied men of the city stood on 
tho automobile proposition several of i 
thorn wero interviewed either directly 
or indirectly. 
After it was all over 


it simmered down to the fact tliac 
mcst of them did not consider tho 
manufacture of automobiles such a 
get-rioh-quick scheme as soniu people 
had been led to believe. 
Further, 


that they did not think tho machine 
could bo manufactured for what it 
was claimed it could bo, aud that 
while the putting of money into such 
a factory might be good as a specula- 
tion, it did not amount to much as 
an investment. 


It was to settle some of these ques- 


tions to tho satisfaction of all that 
Messrs. 
Durg.i and DeGuure made 


their trip outside. 
They intend to 


visit the places where such machines 
sire made and to discover if possible 
what the actual cost of manufacturing 
sucn » machine as the Crowe 30 is iu 
dollars ana cents. Al£o to visit places 
where there are automobilu factories 
'hat have not mado a success of tho 
business and fiud out if possible what 
their ' trouble baa been, and inci- 
dentally to secure any other informa- 
tion possible that might throw light 
onto the business of manufacturing 
aufcoa. 


While there is no question 
but 


what the establishment of an auto- 
mobile factory in this city employing 
two or three hundred men would bo 
an immense thing for the town; in 
fact that it would be worth all tlm 
money it cost, even if it never paid a 
cent of dividends, s:ill thu average 
small investor might want to know 
that in time there would be something 
coming back from it. 
However, in 


this cose it is the small fellow who 
is most willing to take a chance, 
while the big fellow, who would be 
benefitted the most, seems to be very 
timid. 


Well it may bo all right to investi- 


gate 
the proposition thoroly, and 


abide by the investigation. 
Thece 


concerns that run along year after 
year and never pay a cent of dividend 
may not be as good for the town as 
if they did pay something. However, 
they are a good thing for the town, 
.just the same, and do their share 
toward building tip the place and 
maintaining It after it is built np. 


We. very much doubt whether any- 


body can so out and in a weeks' in- 
vestigation discover whether » motor 
car can be manufactured at a profit 
in Grand Bapids or ' not, b»t we do 
know that they are being turned out 
at a profit in other .cities, and with 
a properly constructed factory, and 
a force that is organized and sys: 
temized in tho right way it can be 
done here. 
It micht not be possible 


to do it the first year, but it would 
undoubtedly come in time. 


There are very few bnsinesi propo- 


sitions that start in,at the top of tbe 
ladder. 
Most of them have to get 


along as best they can for a time un- 
til Uiose engaged in .the business learn 
something about it. after which it 
may be possible to pat- it on a paying 
basis. 


We await with interest the report 


of the investigating committee.

AT NEENAH 


Northwestern Passenger Train Crashes Into s\ 


Hayrack Loaded With Merrymakers Re- 


turning from Dance in the Country. 


FOUR OF THE INJURED WILL DIE 


Most of Victims Were Employes of Menasha Paper Mills- 


Bodies of Dead Horribly Mangled and Scattered Along 


Track for 200 Feet—Train Crew Not Biamed. 


N'eonah.—Thirteen persons

hayrack filled with Menasha merry- 
makers at a gr.ido cro.ising on the 
southern outskirts of tills city. Four 
of Uie Injured are so seriously hurt 
that they can not live.

dance at the home of Peter Hun- 
son, who lives on the road to Osh- 
kosh, were singing as the big hay- 
rack was pulled uy the slight in- 
cline to tho Northwestern crossing, 
n mile Boutli of tlio station In this 
city. 
Tlio next instant tlio speeding 


Northwestern passenger train, bound 
for the north, had ploughed through 
tho rear .end of the big farm wagon, 
and twenty-throe of the thirty oc- 
cupants oC the wagon were scattered 
200 feet along tho railroad right of 
way, dead, dying, or dangerously 
hurt. Those who were soatod In the 
Cront of tlio wagon escaped almost 
without bruises.

".I was standing up In front of the 


wagon near tho driver holding a 
lantern to light Uie road for him," 
said Anton Brezlnski one of the sur- 
vivors, "and we were both on the 
lookout for an approaching train. 
There is a huge advertising billboard 
running up to the track and this 
completely hid the train from our 
sight. 
Tho board IB sixty feet long 


and abo*iit twenty feet'high, painted 
a dark gray, giving It the appear- 
ance of the sky in the background, 
iind deceived us in thinking the track 
was clear. 


"There was no -warning .of any 


kind, no whistle or bell and the first 
intimation we had was when I saw 
the headlight appear from behind 
tho billboard and less than thirty 
feet from us. We were ttten direct- 
ly on the track.and It was too late 
to avoid the accident. Further back 
In the wagon the others were talk- 
lug and laughing among 'themselves 
and could not hare seen the train 
anyway.

VESSEL LIBERTE EXPLODE. 


Sailor* Work .Desperately to Save Ves- 


sel, Heedless of Their Own 


Safety. 


Toulon. France.—An appalling naval 


disaster attended with enormous loss 
of life occurred at daylight, when tne 
battleship Liberte, one. or tne finest 
vessels In the navy, blew up In this 
harbor. The death loss ta estimated 
from 300 up to 400 or. more. The killed 
Include officers and men or the Li- 
berte. and also a large 
number ot 


those from near-by warships. 


The precise cause of the fire and ex- 


plosion is still a matter of speculation. 
The Liberte was anchored In the road- 
stead, where she had lain since the re- 
view of the fleet by President 
Kal- 


lleres on September 4. Around her 
and not far away were her companion 
ships, all. of which by the very force 
of the explosion added from their own 
crews-to the list of 
the Llberte's 


dead. The Verlte was the nearest at 
hand, and the flying fragments and 
bursting shells played havoc with the 
panic-stricken sailors helplessly watch- 
ing the fire from the decks. 


It was 5 o'clock In 
the 
morning 


when the fire was discovered, and 
many ol tie Liberte's 
crew 
were 


asleep. The alarm was sounded and 
the order given to flood the hold, a 
useless effort In the quick rush of the 
flames. 
Almost Immediately a series or deaf- 


ening explosions fell upon the air. 
The Liberte shook from one end to 
the other, great holes opened In Its 
armor and the terrified sailors, realiz- 
ing their peril at last, would 
have 


jumped frautically Into the sea. They 
were too late. 
Already the work of 


destruction "was .complete. 
One final 


and awful explosion 
Infinitely more 


terrifying than those preceding 
rent 


the great ship In two. The huge frag- 
ments shuddered, and a moment later 
the Liberte was at the bottom of tho 
sea.

returns a favorable answer to Italy's 
ultimatum on Tripoli in that time, ac- 
cording to semi-official advices from 
Rome. . It Turkey does not reply to 
the ulUmatum.' Italy is prepared 
to 


land troops and formally occupy Tri- 
poli. 


Turkey has declared that she will 


look upon this action as cause for 
war and win resist the invasion with 
her entire armament. Foreign resi- 
dents are fleeing the country, spurred 
by the fear that fanatical Mohamme- 
dans are planning a general massacre 
of Christians. 


With an Italian war fleet off ,the 


Trlpollan coast and an Italian ultlma- 
tum in the hands of the sublime ports 
in Constantinople demanding for Italy 
the recognized right to establish a pro- 
tectorate in tho African territory un- 
der'dispute, the crisis has now reached 
Its most acute stage. 
Six thousand soldiers were loaded 


on Italian transports at Palermo, but 
so stringent is tho censorship being 
exercised by the Italian government 
that it Is difficult to learn whether or 
not the transports sailed.

SILENCE IS GOLDEN.

This sontencfl, an excerpt from 
a 


morning newspaper's account of the 
accident at South State and Sixty- 
third o treats the other day, which re- 
sulted In the death of Jaoob Snapp. a 
blind man. from 
Injuries 
sustained 


while the helpless victim was groping 
bJa way a'croaa the Btreet, furnished a 
text for a sermon on apeed fiends. It 
was preached by Dr. Herbert L. WU-, 
lett, pastor of Memorial Church to 
Christ and asuoclate prolesaor of Se- 
mitic languages and literature at the 
University of Chicago, when the traglo 
circumstances of the accident were 
suggested to him. 


Doctor Wlllett did not handle .the 


subject with gloves. Any motorcyclist 
or antomoblllst whose speed mania has 
brought him to che stage where he has 
forgotten that a 
common 
ordinary 


pedestrian Is a human being and should 
havo consideration even though not 
blind 01* crippled, had such a person 
overheard the minister's dissertation, 
would not have needed an Interpreter 
to aid him In determining Ju»t how 
jrcat a menace he has grown to be, 
n the opinion of the walking popula- 
tion. 


"H ia hard to believe that some of 


:hese reckless 
autolsts 
and 
motor- 


cyclists, who Imperil pedestrians, mess 
up our thoughts and tangle our nerves 
until we are near insanity are persons 
with souls," Doctor Wlllett began, as 
..ho launched with fervor Into his tirade 
against tbo dangerous speeder. 


"Such as accident as tho one In 


which the blind man mot bis fate Is a 
horrible evidence of tb« pass to which 
things have come In the big city's rage 
for speed. 
It raises the question of 


•whether the pedestrian on our streets 
hue any rights whatever. Must he be 
continually on his guard, watching for 
reckless speed fiends who show not a 
•whit of consideration for the lives of 
those on 
foot? 
Is 
the pedestrian 


obliged legally to be alert constantly 
nnd prepared to leap from the path of 
a speeder? Tho account of how the 
blind man met his death would almost 
seem to Indicate as much.

er Broadway have paused In the last 
few daye before one of the few green 
spots in the business section to no- 
tice the passing of an old landmark. 
This Is a tall tree in Trinity church- 
yard, on tbe south side, very near 
Pine street.

birthday, recently died, and Thomaa 
Floyd, the venerable head gardener 
of all Trinity's grave yards, who has 
served In that capacity more 
than

of the Trinity building and
